Amendment  2  to  War  Food,  Order  143,  asamended,  applicable  to  Wine sap, 
Newtown  and  Delicious  apples  in  the  States  of  Washington  and  Oregon, was 
made  effective  December  22,  1945.    This  amendment  increases  from  20  to 
25  percent  the  percentage  of  smaller  sizes  permitted  to  "be  substituted 
in  the  Wine sap  and  Newtown  apples  set  aside;  extends  the  range  of  such 
sizes,  previously  set  at  175  or  180,  to  sizes  175  to  216  inclusive;  and 
limits  the  quantity  of  size  198  (or  200)  and  the  quantity  of  size  216 
to  not  more  than  30  percent,  each,  of the  maximum  quantity  authorized  to 
he  substituted.     This  amendment  does  not  increase  the  total  quantity  of 
ap;ples  required  to  be  set  aside  under  the  order.
